Death of Noted Citizen 
On January 13th Narberth was shock 
ed by the sudden death of Charles K. 
Kreamer, a resident of Narberth for 
33 years, and a prominent figure in many 
local activities. On the following Mon- 
day the borough was the scene of a 
donlble trngedy, when an enraged hus- 
band shot down his wife on Dudley 
Avenue, killing hiimseW afterwards. 

Among the really important events 
of the first month of lfl22 was the 
establishment, on January 2Sth, of the 
"Tower of Babble." This feature, 
harring two times when it was censored, 
has been n regular department of the 
paper ever since. Though occasionally 
rapped by someone whose toes have been 
trodden on, Colluni Kightor had afforded 
constant pleasure to hundreds of read- 
ers. 

A recital under the auspices of the 
Junior Community Ohib, given by Miss 
Hilda Reiter, took place on February 
2nd. On the 6th we held the confirma- 
tory election on the purchase of the 
Playground plot. The first election was 
invalidated by a ense of inexcusable 
carelessness in the offices of the County 
officials and a new election made neces- 
sary. The approval of the project was 
overwhelming, the vote being 420 to SO. 
Major J; S. Stewart. Richardson, City 
Editor of the "Public Ledger," ad- 
dressed a large meeting of the Women's 
Community Club and their husbands 
on February 16th. During February 
also, announcement was made of the 
purchase of the Hoipper estate by the 
Montgomery Day School.

When the Federal bill to regulate 
hunting and protect migratory birds 
came up in the Senate the other day, 
one of the Senators hotly attacked the 
measure on the ground that it inter- 
fered with the citizen's "right to 
hunt." 

Evidently the Senator regards that 
as one of the inalienable rights guar- 
anteed <by the Declaration of Independ 
ence and the United States Constitu- 
tion. Possibly it is. There is some- 
thing in the Constitution, anyway, about 
the right to "ibear arms," and bear- 
ing arms probably presupposes the right 
to use them. It might never have oc- 
curred to the fathers of the Constitu- 
tion to limit an American citizen's hunt- 
ing. 

But times have changed. The air, 
land and water are no longer full of 
game. Civilized man has encroached 
more and more on the wild life that 
once filled the continent, until many 
valuable species have beon wholly 
destroyed and many others are doomed 
to extinction unless there is a changein 
the policy and practice, and birds, 
beasts and fish are fostered as "natural 
resources. ' ' 

There may be a constitutional right 
to kill any living thing. There may be 
even a moral right to do so, though 
that is open to question. But if the 
people who insist on unlimited free- 
dom in that respect were to have their 
way, before long there would be no 
longer anything left for them to kill. 
America would be stripped even of 
songbirds, as Italy has been.

they ii.ny have no friond« who will do 
things for them, so they scrape along, 
poorlv fed and clothed ami no one seems 
to realize. 

On the ,,ther hand, one tin, Is the pro 
fessional charity seekers, who solicit 
help from various societies and indi- 
viduals, and may get enough from a 
wide variety of sources to assure them 
support without doing anv work. 

Charitable pe-ople and societies should 
no) be fooled by habitual beggars. Yet 
if charity becomes mechanical and in- 
sist.- on too high a standard, it fails 1o 
help many people who have lust their 
courage and are about ready to give up 
lighting. 

The best charitv is the kind ill it 
helps people t-o secure a place ill the 
working world and acquire ability to 
support themselves. Finding work for 
a man doc- him more good than giving 
him money, though the outright gift of 
cash may be necessary to tide him over 
some difficult situation. 

Manv cases of poverty are due to 
people's vices and weakness. Some folks 
seem born with a taint of idleness and 
easv vieMing 1o temptation. (living 
monev to them confirms them in their 
bad habits. Locking them up in a jail 
is no better. Putting these people to 
work in farm colonies where they are 
compelled to work regularly and arc 
kept from temptation may be a hopeful 
pi nn for such cases. 

The people who have had hard luck 
and without fault of their own have 
come up against difficulties too great 
for them, ought to find generous hearts 
glad to tide them over their troubles. 
The community is too neglectful of such 
cases.

THE TAX DODGERS 

Taxation officials in many Ptates 
complain of the growth of the tax-dodg- 
ing spirit and maintain that a large 
murtheT of people are failing to make 
fair returns of t.heir property, or are. 
telling falsehoods as to their liability to 
assessment. 

There always has boon a lot of filibing 
in regard to taxes. A good many States 
have had unfair tax laws which almost 
Seemed to put a premium on evasion. On 
this account and for other reasons, the 
sentiment has gained n considerable 
hold that shirking of tax burdens is an 
excusable thing. This feeling exists to 
some extent even where the tax laws 
are fair and equal. 

Tlie present Federal income tax is 
heavy and it takes a big bite out of a 
wealthy man's income. But it oper- 
ates about as nearly equally as any 
law could. It will work fairly if every 
citizen mvns up honestly and squarely 
to all that he has. 

The government is now sending 
out the usual blanks for income tax 
returns, and some millions of people are
